HE North Atlantic Treaty Organization, (NATO) is due for 
some revision within the next few weeks. NATO has displayed

Some of the things which are 
now due to happen to NATO are: 

1. A high command is ex- 
pected to be set up in London, 
headed by an American general, 
to control the unified force which 
the 12 treaty members have 
agreed to create for the defense 
of free Europe. 


Regional Groups te Go. 

2. It is expected that the three 
regional planning groups which 
are now charged with mapping 
defense plans for northern, west- 
ern and southern Europe will be 
abolished. Their functions should 
be taken over by the unified gen- 
eral staff in London and by the 
standing group, representing the 
United States, Britain and France, 
which has its headquarters in 
Washington and-is responsible for 
over-all strategic planning. 
Smaller countries belonging to 
the treaty hope that they may be 
given more voice in the delibera- 
tions of the standing group. 

3. Financial and economic 
planning of the rearmament ef- 
fort and measures to control in- 
flation may be entrusted to a new 
group intimately with 
the OEEC in Paris. The OEEC, 
the permanent organization of 
Marshall Plan countries, is far 
better equipped to deal with the 
economic implications of the de- 
fense program than any com- 


tree full of snakes.

6. Some order may be brought 
out of the chaos which has char- 
acterized the rearmament pro- 
grams of continental free Europe 
until now.

Repeated revelations that 
NATO planners have fallen down 
completely on the job of stand- 
ardizing Weapons and methods ap- 
pear to have had no effect at all 
on the military officials respon- 
sible for the failure. 

Unless the United States takes 
a clear and final stand on this 
matter, France and other coun- 
tries of western Europe may soon 
be embarking on large-scale pro- 
duction of diversified weapons 
which would not be effective in 
a war with Russia. 

Between the two of them the 
United States and Britain already 
have an excessive variety of cali- 
bers and types of weapons. The 
major effort of the experts, in 
the opinion of practical soldiers, 
should be directed at securing 
some degree of standardization 
between Britain and the United 
States.

HERE are two Eisenhower 
booms now in progress. 

One, in full public view, is 
Gov. Dewey’s boom for Ike as 
Republican nominee for the pres- 
idency in 1952. 

The other, less visible but far 
more urgent in point of time, is 
the Pentagon boom for Ike as 
supreme commander of all the 
military forces of the North 
Atiantic Alliance—not in 1952 but 
right now. 

The two booms conflict. Gen. 
Eisenhower would inly not 
accept the North Atlantic com- 
mand unless he intended to stick 
to the job as long as he might be 
needed. He certainly wouldn't 
take it as a mere stepping-stone 
to the White House. His mind just 
doesn’t -work that way. If he 
should accept the Atlantic com- 
mand he will see the job through, 
election or no election. And since 
there is no way to tell how long

It is no wonder that Mr. Truman’s San Fran- 
cisco address received the fullest coverage of 
any presidential speech in history. No wonder 
it was broadcast to the world by 25 transmitters 
simultaneously. That it was extracted and sum- 
marized in 26 languages. That the second day 
after delivery it still was being broadcast over 
and over in Russian through powerful overseas 
stations. 

The President’s theme was Russian threat to 
world peace: It is a theme of utmost impor- 
tance. Mr. Truman dealt with it with force 
and conviction. 

The occasion to which the President rose was 
dramatic, even exciting. The Commander-in- 
Chief was back on American soil after his long 
trip to Wake Island to confer with Gen. Mac- 
Arthur about the Korean war and other Pacific 
matters. Inevitably the address had an historic 
setting. 

Mr. Truman did not need to declare any new 
policy. Simply by being blunter and more ex- 
plicit about the Kremlin and world affairs, he 
went further than he has at any time since he 
declared the doctrine, now known by his name, 
for preventing the spread of Communism. 

Few if any presidential addresses have had 
more to say to as many large groups of peoples. 
It had its message for Asiatics, for Europeans, 
for Russians specifically, for Americans at home. 

. - . 

To the Asians it said they need have no fear 
of American imperialism. Seeking neither ter- 
ritorial expansion nor special influence, the 
United States will contribute generously to the 
rebuilding of Korea. Our troops will have the 
least possible role necessary in the Pacific. We 
want other peoples, including those of Asia, to 
develop according to their own special genius. 

To Europeans specifically it said that the 
United States intends to work through the U.N., 
and not on its own. Since the Truman. doctrine, 
the Marshall plan and the Atlantic pact all were 
negotiated outside U.N., this is an affirmation of 
reliance on collective security. And that is,of 
vital importance in planning for the peace of 
Europe. The United Nations has been greatly 
strengthened by the Korean ordeal. Now faith 
can be put in united action for peace. 

To the Russians, the message said that our 
objectives are peace and freedom. These ob- 
jectives are endangered by the Kremlin’s war- 
like moves in Europe and, through its stooges, 
in Asia. If Russia wants peace it can dem- 
onstrate this by living up to the U.N. Charter 
which it signed. It can call on the North Korean 
aggressors to lay down their arms. It can lift 
the Iron Curtain and permit free flow of infor- 
mation and ideas. It can participate wholeheart- 
edly in the establishment of international secu- 
rity for all peoples. The choice is for the Rus- 
sians and those who rule them. 

To Americans, the President said that until 
Russia changes, we have no alternative but to 
make ourselves so strong militarily and econom- 
ically as to be ready for any eventuality. We 
have made the choice. We do not like it for 
we are not a militaristic nation. But we are 
resolute and we are firm. Thus, Mr. Truman 
answered presidential aspirant Harold E. Stassen 
without even noticing him. 

* * 

Naturally some questions remain unanswered. 
No matter how long the address might have been 
not every point could have been covered. There 
was no report on what was said, for example, 
about Formosa, the subject of divergent views 
at least until recently in the State Department 
and the Far Eastern Command. 

We cannot assume what was agreed to, but 
the fact is that the Commander-in-Chief paid a 
visit to the field to talk to a subordinate officer 
face to face. It is inconceivable that under these 
circumstances, the President would have abdi- 
cated the mandate of the Constitution. 

In world affairs, Harry Truman has conducted 
his office admirably since the June weekend 
when war broke out in Korea. His important, 
non-political speech at San Francisco is the 
latest evidence. 
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What’s a Penny Worth? 

Many economists are worrying about what a 
dollar is worth,.but few people seem to be 
worrying about what a penny is worth. For ex- 
ample, United States mint employes are work- 
ing overtime to meet a huge demand for pen- 
nies, but they say it is not theirs to reason why. 
Well, why are coppers worth so little wanted so 
much? If the dollar is valued at 57 cents of 
the prewar dollar, a penny can be valued at just 
5.7 mills. Who wants one? 

The answer is all sorts of people, corporations 
and even vending machines, When the penny 
was more of a penny, the nickel would buy many 
items, always excepting a good cigar or glass of 
beer. Few people will admit they remember 
when a nickel would buy those things. But to 
day a nickel or two may buy nothing without 


Pennies may not be worth 
much, but they are worth the difference between 
a meager nickel and a thin dime. That's some 


thing. Or isn’t it?

He said that at the start of the war, 100 large 
corporations produced 30 per cent of our manu- 
facturing output, while 175,000 companies pro- 
duced 70 per cent. But within a few years the 
100 big firms accounted for 70 per cent. Not 
only was the share of production quickly re- 
versed, but thousands of small businesses dis- 
appeared entirely. | 

Congress does not wish this destructive proc- 
ess to be repeated. “It is the intent of Con- 
gress,” says the statement of policy of the new 
Defense Production Act, “that the President 
shall Wise the powers conferred by this act... 
within the framework, as far as practicable, of 
the American system af competitive enterprise.” 

Attorney General J. Howard McGrath is left 
a kind of solitary white knight in defense of 
competitive enterprise. For Congress provided 
that he must approve all voluntary allocation 
programs established by industry in co-operation 
with the Government. Moreover, any request 
for exemption from the anti-trust laws must be 
published in the Federal Register. 

The pressures of defense production on the 
Justice Department will be immense. No doubt 
enforcement of the anti-trust laws may be re- 
laxed somewhat. But one of the principles 
that the nation hopes to defend is economic 
competition. The Attorney General has an im- 
mense responsibility in guarding free enterprise 
against invasion by monopoly.

Indeed, one of the reasons why 111 men were 
killed in the explosion at Centralia was that the 
department spent much of its time collecting 
lugs for political contributions.

“voluntary,” and that there was no threat of 
dismissal for anybody who did not comply. The 
trouble with his explanation is that, as Mis- 
sourians well know, “voluntary” contributions 
from public employes too often are in fact com-

him—in part at least because of the previous 
mines scandal—positive assurance that politics 
is not creeping back into the business of keep- 
ing the mines safe. 
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Not Enough Seats to Go Round 


Britain's House of Commons, damaged in the 
war, has been rebuilt, but it still has .too few 
seats for the members. The arrangement is de- 
liberate. As in any parliament, British M.P.’s 
have a habit of absence. Instead of building a 
house to accommodate all the members if they 
were there, the realistic British build one which 
comfortably contains those who usually are. 

We have a feeling that a profound political 
principle may be lurking here. Perhaps the 
value of a parliamentary seat is enhanced by 
having to scramble for it on occasion. Or per- 
haps the Commons are forcibly reminded, when 
they have to stand for a Churchill speech or 
some other event, that they really are common.

DR. TALLMAN HELD similar jobs in Michigan 
and Ohio, and shortly after he went to California 
@ year ago, he visited Napa State Hospital to see 
what the state was getting for its six-year $90,000.- 
000 building program for mental institutions. He 
was taken to a new ward for 1200 “chronic” pa- 
tients. They were all old persons and yet nobody 
seemed to be sitting about inactively. Some were 
playing chéss, checkers o. canasta. Others were 
sitting on comfortable settees, neatly leafing 
through magazines. One was playing the piano. 
Large photographs of California and Oregon land- 
scapes decorated the pastel-colored walls. 

Before these patients were moved into their new 
quarters, Dr. Tallman was told, they seemed to be 
half dead. Their appearance was slovenly, and if 
they ever roused themselves from their stupor it 
was to tear up something or to fling something 
else. Many never got out of bed at all. 

Most of them didn’t like the idea of moving. 
* Like aging people everywhere, they liked to stay 
put. After a week in the new environment, a few 
left their beds. Throughout the ward, patients 
began sprucing up their appearance. Slowly, they 
began getting interested in the games and reading 
matter that wag left for them. All of this, mind 
you, without an iota of new medical or psychiatric 


care.

DR. TALLMAN, BY NOW more than somewhat 
startled, went on to Stockton State Hospital where 
1000 “very disturbed” women patients had just 
been transferred into modern quarters. The first 
thing that struck his eye was a telephone. Nobody 
was throwing it at anybody. Then he marveled at 
the thick glass mirrors in the washrooms. Nobody 
was breaking them. “Well,” he said to the accom- 
panying doctor, “now let’s go and see your really 
disturbed women.” And he was told: “Here they 
are.” 

A large percentage of these women used to be 
kept in restraints. Nearly all of them were per- 
petually shouting or raising.an infernal racket in 
the destruction of any object they might lay their 
hands on. Many had to be kept in seclusion. 

Now these same women. were tending plants and 
flowers. There was mo noise. Nobody was locked 
up in acell, “I think,” says Dr. Tallman, “they'd 
break the head of anybody who'd try to bust up 
their furniture.” Again, no medical or psychiatric 
procedures helped to bring about the change. Yet 
when Dr. Tallman questioned the women, many 
spoke of going home again some day. Quite a few, 
of course, never will. But the idea that their 
minds should run in that direction is itself amaz- 
ing to many mental hospital administrators. Dr. 
Tallman’s judgment on the “wonder drug” that 
tamed these acutely ill patients is simple. “The 
atmosphere itself is therapeutic. I inherited it, so 
I can brag about it with — freedom.”

WHAT HE SAW at Napa and Stockton gave the 
doctor an idea. Californians are receptive to new 
ideas, and the legislature gave him $250,000 to try 
this one.

For one, the “control group,” 
nothing was done. They eantinued to be chaper- 
oned by a handful of attendants and by a lone 
full-time doctor who was in charge of nearly 1000 
patients. 

For the other, the “research group,” two doc- 
tors, four oceupational therapists, a psycholo- 
gist, four recreational therapists, and a music 
therapist were hired. A trained attendant was as- 

ed for every three patients. Each day, the 
a ts sat in at conferences with the doctors, 
nurses, and other experts to give detailed reports 
of every patient’s behavior. Nobody was permit- 
ted to be merely a guard.

How It Started

“Gift of the Gab.” 


N 1794 William Godwin, the 
English philosopher and novel- 
ist, wrote of someone who 
“knew well enough that he had 
the gift of the gab.” Even then 
the expression which smacks of 
modern slang was over a century 
on the record in litera- 
ture.. Then, as now, it was an al- 
lusion to the gift of ready speech, 
mpi ga usually to volu- 
ty. 

This is what is called an alliter- 
ative saying, the repetition of the 
“gs” lending it that piquancy that 
doubtless helped to perpetuate it 
in common speech. Whether it 
had a history by word of mouth 
before its first recorded usage, 
one cannot tell. But a century be- 
fore Godwin, there was an allusion 
to it as a quotation from Zachary 
Boyd, a Scottish divine, some of 
whose writings enjoyed consider- 
able circulation in his day. 

It is from its appearance in the 
“Book of Job,” which dates 1650, 
that the attribution of this phrase 
is made, to Zachary Boyd: 
“There was a man named Job 

lived in the land of Uz, 
He had a good gift of the gob, 
the samé thing happen us.” 

And there, in “gift of the gob,” 
this phrase gains another dimen- 
sion, “goh” being an old English 
synonym for “mouth”!

* Tips on Heating Plants. 


E’VE got a few small points 
about the heating system 
here that should be looked 
into before it’s put into operation. 
One of them is the smoke pipe, 
that metal line that connects the 
furnace to the chimney. Give it 
a going over and see if there are 
any holes or rusted out spots. 


Small holes can be fixed by fill- 
ing them with iron cement but 
if rust has gone to work you 
might just as well get a new 
stove pipe. Check the connection 
between the stove pipe and _ the 
chimney. This joint should be 
packed with asbestos cement so 
that it is good and tight. By the 
way, a lot of stove pipes extend 


way into the chimney and this is |:. 


bad. The end of the pipe should 
come just flush with the edge of 
the flue but if the pipe extends 
into the flue itself, it spoils the 


chimney draft. 

Something else to check is the 
condition of the doors on the 
heating system. These should fit 
tightly when closed. If they are 
warped out of shape so that they 
don’t fit well, try filing down the 
edges—this often helps. The other 
remedy is to get new doors, When
